Why It Was Done. 

In 8aturday*s Talk, we told yon that tbeTroUey company offered 
to pay for such extra material and labor as was necessary to oonatrnct a 
proper pavement last Spring. 

Under the terras of its contract, it was in no way bound to make 
this, or any, offer coDoected with any paving constrnotion. 

Bat it did make the offer, and for this reasoii : If tl)e tracks bad 
not been in the vtreets^ the owners of abutting property wonM have 
been compelled to pay the entire cost of n solid briek. ptTeaect, of 
ordinary construction. 

But the tracks WKRE and are in tho Btreets and tbe Trolley 
company is compelled by its contract to keep in repair the pavement 
between its railb. 

Therefore, itoras anxiops to have a proper pavement laid, so 
that the necessity for repairs would be minimized. 

Nowfinasmnch as tbe tracks were in the streets, it was jnst as 
important for the property owners as for the street railroad <o have a 
properly constructed street. 

In this case, proper construction meant an e.xtra heavy concrete 
bitse under the brick l)etwenn tbe rails jimi ai-ound the ties. 

If thi.s were imt done, there whs danj^er of seepage of water be- 
tween tbe brick and tho rails at the ciywu of the street and this water, 
runnbg off to the gutter between the concrete base and the brick, would, 
eventually, damage the pavement. 

That })e\n^ \h>^ case, tho street railroad vohintnrily olfercd to 
stand the cost of this ex'ra woric rendered necessary by its tracks ^eing 
in the streets. 

It wai* not bound to d<f this, and it made the offer to keep tbe 
e.vtra cost, (liK> to its occupancy of the streetSt from falling on the 
owners of abutting projjerty. 

As you know, the admiuistratton was not satisfied with this offer. 
It bad to *'get after the speciafinterests." 

The^ whole thing finally simmered down to an unofficial state* 
ment — or, it wasn't a statement, it was an intimation — that if tbe Trol> 
ley company would put iu the concrete base for tbe paving, the city 
would put in the sand eaahios and lay the brick. 

This the Trolkj company refused to do.
